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Wage-Price Policy 
Will Add Somewhat 


To Price Increases 


OPA Predicts Little or 


No Effect on Rents 
and Average Foods 


New York, March 22—(AP)— 


Paul A. Porter, OPA Administra- 
tor, said today there 
would be 


"some price increases" as the re- 
sult of approved wage boosts but 
predicted that the new wage-price 
policy would have little or no ef- 
fect upon rents or on "the aver- 
age of food prices." 


In a speech prepared for a 


luncheon of the Union for Demo- 
cratic Action, Porter declared that 
"as far as the basic emonornics of 
our problem is concerned, we can 
continue to hold the average of 
prices to a slight increase during 
the coming year," and added: 


"The new wage-price policy will 


add somewhat to the rate of creep- 
ing price increases. Let's not duck 
this reality. 
Approved wage in- 


creases will lead to some price in- 
creases which would not iiave oc- 
curred under the original wage- 
price policy. In the majority of 
American 
industries, 
however,, 


prospective earnings are so well 
above pre-war levels that reason- 
able wage increases can be nego- 
tiated without raising prices." 


Porter declared that "we are six 


months nearer the time when all- 
out civilian production will make 
most" price controls unnecessary." 


NEW AUTHORIZATION 


Washington, March 22—(AP)— 


The nation's restaurants and ho- 
tels can serve less bread and salad 
dressing than usual without trim- 
ming prices—if customers raise no 
objections. 


OPA authorized this today to 


help put into effect recommenda- 
tions of the president's famine 
e xtergency committee that Amer- 
' ans cut down on these products 
so that more wheat and edible oils 
can be sent abroad.

16,000 striking production 


workers, among the 75,000 CIO 
Electrical Workers participating 
in a nationwide strike against the 
company, were summoned by M'&- 
ion leaders to a mass meeting on 
the steps of Pittsburgh's city hall. 
They were to vote on a company 
wage proposal, said by a West- 
inghouse spokesman to amount to 
an 18a/i cents hourly pay boost. 
Union leaders, however, said the 
hike amounted to about 9.7 cents 
an hour.

St. Petersburg, Fla., March 22— 


(AP)—Detective 
Chief John S. 


Siers said today that a 27-year-old 
man who gave his name as John 
Wright McDowell, Jr., was being 
held on a formal charge of at- 
tempting to kidnap two seven- 
year-old girls here and was being 
questioned about the Jan. 7 mutil- 
ation slaying at Chicago of Su- 
zanne Degnan, 6.

years ago. 
Siers said McDowell 


told him his foster mother, Mrs. 
Pearl McDowell, lives in Peoria. 


Magistrate John T. Fischer or- 


dered McDowell held under $50,- 
000 bond on two charges of at- 
tempting kidnaping. A prelimin- 
ary hearing was set for Tuesday. - 


Siers said the man was arrested 


late Wednesday on complaint of 
the parents of the two girls. Yes- 
terday he told officers, Chief Siers 
said, that he had been in Chicago 
"about two months ago". Today 
he denied making that statement, 
Siers said. 


"He denied any knowledge of 


the Degnan case and denied that 
he had stated when arrested that 
he was 
in 
Chicago about two 


months ago", the chief asserted. 


The man who gave his name as 


McDowell was arrested after his 
car crashed into another. 


Girls Escaped 


Later the two girls, Gail Olivery 


and Patricia Fischer, accompanied 
by their parents, went to police 
headquarters. Chief Siers said the 
children reported that McDowell 
had stopped them as they walked 
home from school and asked them 
to get into the back seat of his 
car and "look at the two kittens 
in the box". 


Siers said the children declared 


that the man slammed the car 
door shut and drove off with them. 
When they protested, they quoted 
him as saying "shut up before I 
do something about it", Siers said. 


The chief reported the two chil- 


dren escaped and made their way 
to their homes when McDowell's

ernments—while awaiting the op- 
portunity for permanent resettle- 
ment. 


"Furthermore, in view of the 


uncertain duration of UNRRA, we 
urge that international responsi- 
bility for displaced persons be con- 
tinued through some appropriate 
international agency designated to 
find a satisfactory 
solution as 


quickly as possible."

Dwight H. Green of 
Illinois said today American pro- 
duction "is being throttled by an 
experiment in government that 
threatens to be as disastrous as 
the noble experiment of prohibi- 
tion." 


In an address prepared for de- 


livery to the Des Moines Chamber 
of Commerce, Green stated that 
"America's zeal for production is 
beingi destroyed

nomics and the forces of produc- 
tion." 


Production Throttled 


"To check inflation," he said,
